The ſeventh was the Ewperoz Probus, whoſe ſather be- 
ing a Gerdener, wos picvred by dim houlting a ſpade, 
Tze eight piqure was of Marcus Aurelius, whom every 
age honoureth, he was fo wiſe andpzudent an Empetout: 
pet was he hut acloth-weaners ſonne. 
Tie ninth was the poztraiture ofthe baliant Empetour 
Maximiaus, the ſon of 8 131ach-(mith, who was there pain- 
ted as he was want to wozke at the Annill, 
In the tench table was painted the Emperout Gabienus, 
who at the firit woas but a peo;e ſhephoard. 
Next to this piaure was placed the pictures of (wo Popes 
of Nome, who's wilcdome and lesrning aduanced them 
to that dignitie, The f1:01 was the line ly counterfeit of Pope 
lohan the twentp two, whole ſather was a Dhoomaker; te 
bet ing ele aed Pope, increaſed <eir reats and patrimonie 
reallp, 
. Te other was the pidare of Pope Sextus the fourth of 
that name, being 8 pooze Mariners ſonne. 


The thirteenth pid ate was of Lamuſius, lng 1 
ardie, 
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derdie, who was no bettet chen the ſon of a common frum- 
pet, being patnited live a naked childe walking in water, aw? 
taking hold of te point of a Lounce, dy the which des hung 
kad, and ſaued himſelſe. The reaſon whereofis&is, Al- 
ter his leinde mocher was delivercd of him, ſhee vngaturotHy 
<2ew dim into a deepe Ninking ditch, wherein was ſome 
water. By hap, King Agiin:ond paſſed chat wap, and 
found chis childe almoſt dꝛomned, who moning dem ſome- 
what wich the point of bis Lannce, the better to perceiut 
what dee was, the child(<0ngh newly bone) took hola there- 
of wich one of his pꝛetty bands, not ſuffering it to flide oz lip 
awap againe : uhich ging che pzince conftdering, beeing a 
amazed at the ſtrange fozce of chis ponng little infart, canſed 
t to bee taken vp, and careſullp to te foſlerted, and becauſe 
the place where bee ſound it, wat called Lama, he named che 
child Lamuſius : who after grew to be ſo bzave aman , end ſo 
much honoured of Foztone, that in the end hee wascrow- 
ned King of the Lumbards, who lined chere in honoar, and in

— Albouina, when all came tornine, ſabyerſton and de- 
rucion.
